Experiments with l-N-allytnor Dromoran and the 3-methyl 
ether of N-allylnor Dromoran are not encouraging. Both 
compounds produce def In i te subject Ive effects when given 
orally. The margin however appears to be quite small. 

Total doses of 7.5 mg. orally seldom cause any perceptible 
effects. Doses of 10 mg. orally almost invariably do, but 
concomitant ly, d isturbing toxic effects, chiefly of vasovagal 
types {marked, persp irat ion, dizziness on standing, weakness 
and drop in blood pressure) are observed, and these toxic 
effects definitely interfere with the e I ic i ta t ion of 
"d,epr«s sed” material from the patients.
